Otherwise known as La Pulga, 
the Flea Market first opened in 
1960 and its actual eviction won't 
take place until a few years from 
now. Essentially “it's a done deal”. 
The private owners of the land 
where the Flea Market sits have de- 
cided to sell the land to developers. 
These developers propose to build 
up to 2,818 residential units allow- 
ing for industrial and commercial 
space as well. 

Ata public hearing on July 18, 
the planning commission listened 
to public testimony both in support 

and against the development, after 
which, the commission debated as 
to what to recommend to the city 
council. 

Some of the commissioners 
seemed to sympathize with the 
Flea Market’s plight by display- 
ing concern and raising questions 
in their debate. Vice chair James 
Zito said, “I don’t see a response 
to save this cultural resource.” He 
also motioned to further discuss 
finding a new site, and to strongly 
recommend that the city council 
review the document put forth by 
the organization Citizens for Envi- 
ronmental and Economic Justice. 

While commissioner Ash 
Kalra asked for more time and a 
deferral commissioner chair Xavier 
Campos said, “The city is not do- 
ing enough to keep 2000 jobs in 
the city. The developers did not go 
far enough to protect this cultural 
resource.” They both voted against

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Latinos podrían solucionar escasez de enfermeros 


Los Ángeles (EFE) — Cali- 
fornia sufre de una escasez crítica 
de enfermeros que puede ser solu- 
cionada con el ingreso de latinos y 
otras minorías a la profesión, según 
un informe dado a conocer por el 
Instituto de Política Tomás Rivera 
(TRPD. 

“Tener más latinos en enfer- 
mería ayudará a solucionar tanto 
nuestra escasez de enfermeros en 
el estado, como muchas de las 
disparidades en el cuidado de salud 
de nuestras comunidades, cada vez 
más diversas”, afirmó la autora de 
reporte, Hayley Buchbinder, en su 
presentación en la 32 Conferencia 
Anual de la Asociación Nacional 
de Enfermeros Hispanos. 

Según encontró la investi- 
gación, California tiene poco más 
de 206,000 enfermeros activos y 
necesitará entre 61,000 y 114,000 
más en las próximas dos décadas. 
Sin embargo, el estado cuenta con 
566 enfermeros por cada 100,000 
personas, el número más bajo del 
país, cuyo promedio nacional es 
de 798. 

Aunque la población de Cali- 
fornia es cada vez más diversa, 
con un creciente aumento en el 
porcentaje de origen latino, cerca 
del 90% de la fuerza de enfermería 
del estado es anglosajón. Los latinos 
sólo constituyen 4% del total de 
enfermeros del estado y el 2% del 
total nacional. 

Los principales obstáculos 
encontrados entre los latinos para 
acceder a la profesión estuvieron 
relacionadas con la familia, la fi- 
nanciación, la educación y la falta 
de líderes latinos en las profesiones 
relacionadas con la salud. 

Algunos estudiantes con padres 
mexicanos de primera generación, 
reportaron que las enfermeras en 
México tienen funciones similares a 
las Asistentes Certificadas de Enfer- 
mería (CAN, en inglés) en EE.UU.:

das, como cambiar las camas o 
ayudar al baño de los pacientes, y 
eso disminuye la imagen que sus 
padres tienen de la profesión. 

Otra barrera encontrada entre 
la población latina fue la necesidad 
de ayudar económicamente al hogar, 
lo que muchas veces hace incompa- 
tible el estudio de la profesión con 
un trabajo, no especializado, en 
cualquier área. 

La falta de información sobre 
la diferencia entre una certificación 
de enfermería (RN) y un grado 
universitario (BSN) igualmente 
afecta la proyección profesional de 
los latinos. 

La prevención que los hombres 
latinos tienen hacia la enfermería 
fue otra de las dificultades que 
resaltó la investigación. En 1998 
los latinos varones constituían el 
0.7% de todos los grados asociados 
otorgados en California y el 0.2% 
de los grados universitarios. 

Entre los centros académicos, 
los tres mejores señalados por el 
estudio en cuanto a perfil para las 
minorías, fueron el Colegio Comu- 


nitario Bakerfield, del Valle Central, 
la Universidad Estatal de California 
Domínguez Hills, de Carson y la 
Universidad Estatal de California 
Fullerton, de la misma ciudad del 
sur de California. También destacó 
el Proyecto de Profesionales Latinos 
de la Salud, de la Universidad Es- 
tatal de California en Long Beach, 
entre otros. 

Una de las recomendaciones 
del proyecto es informar a los edu- 
cadores, consejeros y a los jóvenes 
en general, acerca de las ventajas 
de las carreras en enfermería. Es- 
tablecer alianzas entre los sectores 
públicos y privados que permitan 
el acceso de más latinos a los pro- 
gramas de enfermería es otra de las 
recomendaciones del estudio. 

La investigación incluyó el 
análisis no sólo de las cifras, sino 
de las políticas establecidas para el 
servicio de salud en California, así 
como entrevistas con enfermeros 
y estudiantes de origen latino. El 
informe igualmente utilizó cifras de 
reportes publicados previamente por 
instituciones acreditadas.<>

Suena 
pequeño, pero ajustando el termóstato dos grados más alto en verano 
y bajarle dos grados en el invierno, podrías mantener 2,000 libras de 
bióxido de carbono fuera del aire cada año. 

3. Desenchufarlo. Aún cuando apagas, tu televisión, el juego de 
DVD, la cafetera, el cargador del teléfono y otros electrónicos están 
gastando energía con esas pequeñas luces rojas, verdes y amarillas 
(luces de vampiros). 

Convinándolos todos juntos pueden utilizar tanta energía como lo 
que usa tu refrigerador. Si la mitad de todas las casas de familias (cerca 
de seis millones) desenchuflaran solo cinco dispositivos electrónicos, 
podríamos ahorrar sobre 900 millones de kilovatios y mantener 330,000 
toneladas de bióxido de carbono fuera del aire cada año. Házlo fácil al 
enchuflar los electrónicos en un (tomacorriente) de energía que apagarlos 
a todos inmediatamente de una sola vez. 

4. Apaga tu computadora. Al cerrar tu computadora cuando no se 
esté usando, es mejor que poniéndola en modo de dormir. Si no puedes 


pS apagar toda la computadora, apaga el monitor y la impresoras. Si la 


mitad de los hogares de familias en California simplemente apagaran la 
computadora de su casa, cuando no se esté utilizando, podríamos ahorrar 
más de 120 millones de kilovatios-horas y 45,000 toneladas de bióxido 
de carbono. ¡Coméntales a tus compañeros de trabajo! 

5. Utilizar menos agua caliente. Calentar el agua requiere de mucha 
energía. Instalar un flujo bajo de ducha y lavar la ropa en agua tibia o 
fría. Cuando esté comprando una nueva lavadora de ropa u otros elec- 
trodoméstico, busque la etiqueta de energía para elegir el modelo más 
ahorrativo. E imaginar esto: si todas las casas de familia en California 
con viejas lavadoras de 10 años (cerca de 1.8 millones) cambiarán a 
los modelos cualificados Energy Star (estrella de energía), este sería el 
equivalente de 30,000 carros y sus emisiones de contaminación fuera 
del camino.

allowing the project to move for- 
ward to the city council. 

As the future of the flea market 
teeter-tottered a number of commu- 
nity groups and members showed 
their disdain for the proposed pro- 
ject. Holding signs reading, “Save 
the Flea Market relocate don't 
terminate” people stayed from the 
beginning of the hearing at 6:30 
until there was a vote on the case 
at 10:30 p.m. 

The Berryessa Flea Market 
Merchants’ Association was orga- 
nized six months ago by vendors 
of the San Jose Flea Market who 
refuse to let this San Jose icon 
close without a fight. Standing up 
for his livelihood Acram Richani, a 
21-year vendor and member of the 
Flea Market Merchants' Association 
said, “It's a trampoline for business. 
We need the commission to give 
recommendations to the city council 
to facilitate a good relocation.” 

Still with 5 votes in support, 
the case will be reviewed by the 
city council on August 14, 2007 at 
7:00 p.m. The San Jose Flea Market 
needs the support of the community 
for the city council to consider find- 
ing a good place for it's relocation.

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U.S. arrests fugitive businessman from Mexico 


Washington (EFE) — A fugi- 
tive Chinese-born businessman in 
whose Mexico City home police 
found $206 million in cash was 
arrested by U.S. law enforcement 
and is to be arraigned as a first step 
toward his possible extradition to 
Mexico. 

Zhenli Ye Gon, a naturalized 
Mexican citizen, was arrested by 
agents of the Drug Enforcement 
Administration at a restaurant in 
Wheaton, Maryland, near Wash- 
ington, DEA spokesman Garrison 
Courtney said. 

Mexican authorities said that 
Zhenli's girlfriend, Michelle Wong, 
was also arrested in Las Vegas. 

The Shanghai-born business- 
man remained in hiding, apparently 
in the United States, until last week, 
when he participated by closed 
circuit television, in a Washington 
press conference organized by his 
lawyers, Martin McMahon and 
Ning Ye.

Authorities in Mexico City say 
the $206 million discovered four 
months ago at Zhenli's residence 
represented his profit from selling 
the chemicals to drug cartels. 

Zhenli, however, denies any 
wrongdoing and insists he was run- 
ning a legitimate business. It was 
not clear if the charges on which 
Zhenli was arrested in Maryland are 
connected to the accusations against 
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him in Mexico. 

The DEA's Courtney said only 
that the federal law under which 
Zhenli was arrested basically con- 
cerns alleged activities with illegal 
drugs in the United States. The 
Mexican government has 60 days 
to document the reasons for which 
it has requested his extradition. 

The discovery in March of the 
enormous cash hoard at Zhenli’s 
residence was presented by the 
Mexican government as a great coup

México (EFE) — El gobierno mexicano estudia opciones para 
apropiarse de los terrenos en que se asienta la zona arqueológica de 
Chichén Itzá, donde se encuentra una de las nuevas siete maravillas del 
mundo, y que pertenece a tres comunidades indígenas y seis particulares, 
informaron fuentes oficiales. 

El director del Instituto Nacional de Antropología e Historia 
(INAH), Alfonso de María y Campos, dijo a la prensa que “la expropia- 
ción puede ser una posibilidad”, pero por el momento se consideran otras 
opciones como el intercambio de terrenos a través de Fondo Nacional 
de Fomento al Turismo (Fonatur). 

Indicó que algunos de los seis propietarios privados han mostrado 
interés en el cambio de terrenos y otros no, por lo que ahora se encuen- 
tran en una etapa de “convencimiento”. 

Al referirse a la compra de los terrenos de Chichén Itzá, donde se 
encuentra el Castillo de Kukulcán, recién nombrado una de las siete 
nuevas maravillas del mundo, mencionó que en septiembre del año 
pasado las autoridades hicieron ofrecimientos por más de ocho millones 
de pesos, y no hubo respuesta. 

La familia Barbachano, una de las propietarias de los terrenos, 
en declaraciones a la prensa local, ha pedido 750 millones de pesos 
(unos 70 millones de dólares). El funcionario advirtió que el INAH no 
puede pagar por encima de lo que fija la ley, y en este caso el monto lo 
establece el Instituto Nacional de Bienes Nacionales. 

La zona arqueológica de Chichén Itzá, ubicada en el estado mexi- 
cano de Yucatán, tiene una extensión de 15 kilómetros cuadrados de los 
que son propietarios seis particulares y tres comunidades indígenas. 

El director del INAH mencionó que el 85% de las zonas arqueológi- 
cas en México están instaladas en propiedades privadas o comunales 
y poco a poco se han ido comprando o se han hecho expropiaciones, 
como en Palenque (Chiapas) y Tulum (Quintana Roo). 

De María y Campos dijo que el INAH siempre ha estado interesado 
en comprar la tierra para poder operar mejor en los sitios arqueológicos, 
pero la institución no cuenta con recursos suficientes. 

Informó que el año pasado el INAH utilizó una partida de 14 mi- 
llones de pesos (alrededor de un millón de dólares) para la adquisición 
de terrenos en Teotihuacán, (Estado de México) y en zonas arqueológicas 
de los estados de Guerrero y Morelos.<>

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Uribe moves to salvage peace process with militias 


Bogota (EFE) — President 
Alvaro Uribe announced that he will 
present to Congress a bill overrid- 
ing a Supreme Court decision that 
threatens to derail his government's 
peace process with Colombia’s mur- 
derous right-wing militias. 

Uribe and Argentine diplomat 
Sergio Caramagna, who heads the 
OAS mission supporting the peace 
process, both voiced concern after 
demobilized militia chiefs said they 
were suspending their cooperation 
with prosecutors investigating 
their role in massacres and other 
crimes. 

Antonio Lopez, spokesman for 
the ex-leaders of the AUC paramili- 
tary federation, said that the group 
is protesting a recent ruling by the 
Supreme Court to try the gunmen 
as common criminals rather than 
for political crimes. 

Lopez said that, with the deci- 
sion, some 30 top commanders of 
the AUC and another 30 mid-level 
leaders jailed at the Itagui prison 
in northwestern Colombia decided 
to suspend cooperation under the 
terms of the Justice and Peace Law, 
which regulates their reinsertion 
into society. 

Uribe said that the bill he will 
send to Congress “should seek to 
apply the offense of sedition to be 
able to resolve the problem of the 
18,000” demobilized paramilitaries 
who are not facing specific criminal 
charges. 

More than 31,000 AUC mem- 
bers in all laid down their arms. 

The president said his proposal 
would not cover “public servants in- 
volved with paramilitaries,” mean- 
ing the dozens of current and former 
officeholders accused of complicity 
with the AUC, nor erstwhile militia- 
men accused of heinous crimes. 

Uribe also said he saw no 
reason why leftist rebels should be

regarded as “political” offenders 
while the rightists are treated as 
common criminals. 

Uribe had said previously that 
“if the guerrillas are recognized 
as subversives, the same criteria 
should be applied to the paramili- 
taries,” and, conversely, that if the 
political classification “is denied 
to the paramilitaries, it should be 
denied to the guerrillas for the same 
reasons.” 

The Justice and Peace Law 
- criticized as too lenient by hu- 
man rights groups - categorizes 
“paramilitarism” and related crimes 
as “political crimes” and awards 
special benefits to the militiamen, 
including a maximum eight-year jail 
sentence in exchange for renouncing 
violence and making full confes- 
sions to prosecutors. 

The AUC encompassed the 
peasant defense cooperatives cre- 
ated more than 20 years ago to 
combat leftist guerrillas, but over 
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time many of the rightist militias 
turned into drug-trafficking death 
squads blamed for some of the worst 
atrocities of Colombia’s decades- 
old conflict. 

“The (court’s) ruling not only 
ignored the spirit of the peace 
process’ judicial framework, but 
imposed new and onerous con- 
siderations on the course of our 
judicial proceedings,” the AUC’s 
Lopez said. 

The militias summarized their 
situation by saying that the court’s 
decision leaves them in the same 
situation as they would have been 
had they never engaged in a peace 
process with the Uribe govern- 
ment.<>
